3 
this heterogeneous catalogue of En-

immediately oppreſſive in an extreme 
degree to our fiſter nation, or as 
eventually deſtructive to our own 
rights and liberties, we ſhall find it 
a mill-ſtone about the neck of either 
country, which, if not caſt off in 
time, will fink us both in the ſea. 


IAM a man who live entirely out 
of the ſphere of the court, and have 
never been cheared in all my life by 
the moonſhine of court-promilſes ; 
much leſs have I ever baſked in the 
ſunſhine of court-favour : yet it did 
not eſcape my knowledge at the'time, 
(if univerſal uncontradicted report 
was to be credited) nor has it hitherto 
eſcaped my memory, that promifes had 
been made, and ſuch promiſes as in- 
deed ought to be held always Mos T

SACRED, that no addition ſhould be 
heaped on the load which then ac- 
tually incumbered that eſtabliſhment. 
And now I cannot help ſeeing (if the 
public prints really ſet forth, as they 
pretend, authentic copies of the liſts of 
| penſions on the cruil and military efta- 
bliſhments of Ireland, returned to the 
houſe of commons of that kingdom, 
purſuant to their order in November 
laſt) that, in defiance of thoſe 
promiſes, if ſuch really exiſted as 
every body believed, and in utter diſ- 
regard to the complaints of a loyal 
people, an additional burden has been 
laid on thoſe liſts, within theſe ſix 
years laſt paſt, exceeding in the whole 
twenty thouſand pounds per annum. 


TE word of a miniſter is frail 
even to a proverb. But the word of 
his maſter ſhould, if J may venture 
ſo to expreſs myſelf, bear always

& as proofs of holy writ.” Nor 
ſhould it ever carry about it ſo much 
as a © loop or hinge to hang a doubt 
% on.“ Clear, fair, and explicit, 
ſhould be the declarations of Him, 
to whom millions look up for the 
ſecurity and preſervation of all that is 
dear to them. Clear, fair, and ex- 
plicit, I doubt not, are all ſuch as 
flow purely from himſelf. For good- 
neſs and amiableneſs hold their tem- 
ple in his breaſt. But if any mini- 
ſter has ever dared, conſcious that his 
own profeſſions could meet no credit, 
to proſtitute the royal word for the 
purpoſe of deceit, and of {ſcreening 
himſelf from the odium, perhaps the 
puniſhment, due to his premeditated - 
treachery, let us not ſuſpect the pu- 
rity, the unſullied purity of the ſa- 
cred fountain, but let us drag from 
behind the throne the wretch who 
has been baſe enough to attempt to 
pollute it, and render him a tremen-

dous example to prove to all future 


miſcreants, who might with equally 


to betray, that the royal character is 
not to be ſported with wantonly with 


impunity, that the royal name is not 


to be uſed as a taliſman for deception, 
that ſo audacious an artifice, inſtead 
of extenuating, is an aggravation of 
his crime, and that an injured peo- 
ple know how, by one juſt and well- 
timed blow, to vindicate at once the 
honour of their ſovereign, and take 
vengeance for their own wrongs. 


Bor let us ſuppoſe for a moment, 
that no ſuch promiſe was ever made 


in the ſacred name of majeſty, as I 


am certain none ſuch was made by 
the command, or under the ſanction, 
or. with the privity of the father of 
his people: for had any been ſo 
made, ſure T am it would have re- 
mained to this day, and to all future 
time, inviolate. Let us even ſup- 
| _ poſe,

poſe, I ſay, that report, though re- 
ceived ſo univerſally, was a liar; and 
that no traiterous vicegerent had the 
hardineſs to throw the veil of his 
royal maſter's authority over his own. 
vile turpitude, as a cloak at once to 
ſcreen him from puniſhment, and to 
cover his ſhame. Let us then conſi- 
der the grievance, accumulated as it 
now ſtands, and abſtracted totally 
from every idea of promiſe to ſtop its 
further progreſs, at any time ſaid to 
be made, whether ſuch idea be in 
fact true or falſe. 


AND in truth it is upon this foot- 
ing, I mean that of its own intrinſic 
merits, that every ſerious queſtion, 
whether of great or ſmall import, 
ought always to be diſcuſſed. Ria 
and WRONG, ſo far forth as they 
may be diſcovered, (and it ſeldom 
chances that either is much involved 
In obſcurity) are the rules whereby 


we 
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we ſhould invariably ſtrive to regulate 
our own conduct, and to judge of all 
matters that come in any ſort under 
our deliberation. When what has 
been done lies before us for our cen- 
ſure or applauſe, what has been /aid 
about it is very little to the purpoſe: 
at moſt it amounts only to a perſonal 
conſideration, reſpecting the opinion 
we ſhall entertain, in conſequence 
thereof, of the ability and integrity 
of the /ayer. The fine, the baniſh- 
ment, or even the execution, of one 
or more grand delinquents, though 
highly conſonant to ſtrict juſtice, and 
moſt exemplary to poſterity, would 
afford but little real ſatisfaction to 
preſent ſufferers, while the ſubſtantial 
grievance ſtill remained unredreſſed. 
And I -cannot forbear taking this 
| occaſion to expreſs a hearty wiſh, 
that in all political, and indeed in all 
other, diſquiſitions, things and not 
y men, facts and not ſentiments, actions 
and 
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and not profeſſions, - met with greater 
attention than they now generally re- 
ceive. | 


Wurar firſt ſtrikes our notice in 
this long roll of penſions is, the enor- 
mity of the ſum total: for in matters 
of account we commonly caſt our 
eyes firſt towards the bottom; The 
ſum, then, drained annually from the 
coffers of Ireland, from the coffers of 
a country whoſe poverty we actually 
hold, or at leaſt affect to hold, in 
contempt, yet whoſe commerce we 
cramp, and whoſe manufactures in 
many ſevere inſtances- we prohibit— 
the annual ſum, I ſay, drained in 
penſions, that is, without an eguiva- 
lent, from that ' miſerably oppreſſed 
and exhauſted kingdom, and thrown 
into the pockets of ſuch worthy per- 
ſonages as adminiſtration has from 
time to time been pleaſed, whether 


through policy, good-liking; or ca- 
C price,

price, whether for ſervices public, of 
private, paſt, preſent, or future, or 
whether in ſober ſadneſs for no ſer- 
vices at all, to gratify with yearly 
revenues, at the expence of a wretch- 
ed race of ſavages, who live on but- 
ter-milk and potatoes—the ſum, I 
fay, thus drawn annually from the 
vitals of Ireland, and thrown into the 
miniſterial pool to be ſported for, 
amounts to no leſs, if that ſchedule 
ſpeaks truth, than to fourſcore and 
fre thouſand pounds. 


I cannoT help thinking, that 
upon this occaſion the people of Ire- 
land might with very great juſtice, 
and no little propriety, apply to us, 
their good neighbours, the words of 
Shylock the jew to the merchant of 
Venice. |

The principal difference between the 
two pictures is this: in the caſe be- 
tween the individuals, the queſtion 
regarded no more than a loan, and 
that to be repaid not only with inte- 
reſt, but with uſury ; in the caſe be- 
tween the kingdoms, an abſolute gift 
is the object, and that without an 
idea of equivalent or retribution. - 
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12 | Thoughts on the 
WoNnNDERFUL as it may ſeem! 
The money actually is, however, by 
ſome ſtrange means or other, ſqueezed 
in groſs out of the bogs, or extracted 
chymically from the potatoes of that 
unfortunate country. — Let us pro- 
ceed then, if we may venture, to pry 
a little into its application. The 
number of names on the liſt, upon 
roughly running my finger over it, I 
find to exceed in the whole two hun- 
dred. It is not material to be exact; 
nor indeed is it poſſible, for ſometimes 
children are named, without ſpecify- 
ing how many. Suppoſe then at a 
general gueſs, and probably not wide 
of the mark, the penſioners on Ireland 
to be two hundred and fifty, Theſe 
fourſcore and five thouſand pounds 
equally diſtributed amongſt them 
would make a very comfortable pro- 
viſion for each, and afford a compe- 
tency perhaps adequate to the merits 
of the majority—at leaſt to their me- 
rits 


of 
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tits towards that particular country 
from whence they derive their ſubſiſ- 
tence. Three hundred and forty 
hard pounds per annum, even of Iriſh 
currency, form in my opinion a re- 
venue moſt amply ſufficient to be 
allotted gratuitouſly to any perſon, 
who, whether through age, indo- 
lence, infirmity, or misfortune, is 
obliged thus to throw himſelf, as I 
may ſay, upon the country, as de- 
cayed houſe-keepers are ſaid to fall 
upon the pariſh, But, looking into 
the lift, I ſee it fraught with the moſt 
hideous diſproportions, conſiſting of 
all the varieties of appointment from 
five thouſand pounds to poor twenty. 


Lr me confeſs though, with a 
glowing heart, that in ſome of the 
capital inſtances there is the faireſt 
claim to warrant ſuch a diſtinction. 
No honour can be too high, no emo- 
lument to ſupport the dignity of that 

ho- 
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honour too large, for any branch of 
that illuſtrious family, which was 
ſpecially choſen to defend and main- 
tain thoſe ſacred rights and liberties, 


religious and civil, which were reſcued 
from the fangs of deſpotiſm by our 


brave and pious anceſtors, and where- 
of I truſt that a deſcendant of George 
the Third will be the guardian, pro- 
tected by heaven, and ſupported by a 


free, happy, and truly loyal people, 


to the lateſt poſterity. All the gen- 


tlemen of Ireland, with whom I have 
caſually converſed on this ſubject, 


have, ſo far from murmuring at theſe 
royal appointments, eſteemed, as they 
have teſtified by the warmeſt expreſ- 
fions, themſelves and their country 
highly honoured in contributing ſo 


largely to the ſupport of their beloved 


ſovereign's renowned houſe : happy in 
the idea, that thereby the royal annui- 
tants are the better enabled to main-

and to indulge the natural propenſities 
of their princely genius in the practice

coming virtue.

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Tu unſullied chaſtity of our pre- 
ſent houſe of commons mocks at all 
imputation, But the grave page of 
hiſtory informs us but too ſurely that 
parliaments have been corrupt and ve- 
nal heretofore. One, ſcarce a century 
old, ſtands ſtigmatized upon record 


with the odious epithet of the pEN- 


SIONARY parliament. Men ſtill are 


but men ; nor haye they, as I believe, 


made any very conſiderable progreſs 
ſince that æra in caſting off the frail- 
ties and infirmities of human nature. 
Now heaven forefend that I ſhould for 


one moment deem it poſſible, even in 


the wantonneſs of imagination, that

But my 
apprehenſion is, and 3 grievous one

jealous in regard to every Point that 
may, however diſtantly, affect their 
political liberty, and peculiarly ſo in 
regard to the conduct of their repre- 
ſentatives in parliament, I fear that, 
ſo long as this myſterious catalogue 
exiſts, food will be adminiſtered; how- 
ever unjuſtly, for ſuſpicion, My wiſh 
is to remove even the penumbra of 
diſtruſt ; nor can I reſt ſatisfied in my 
own private conviction, that a Britiſh:

chaſte, unleſs it publicly enjoys a re- 
putation ſuperior to CALPHURNIAN 
chaſtity, 


Bur, unſuſpected immediately in 
their own proper perſons, as all our 
repreſentatives muſt aſſuredly be, does 
not this Iriſh engine of miniſterial 
conſtruction, and perpetually under 
miniſterial direction, open a wide door 
to collateral influence? May not a

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handſome douceur to a needy relation, 
who might otherwiſe become a bur- 
den, or a diſgrace to the family, ope- 
rate forcibly upon the gratitude of ſome 
of our members, more eſpecially in 
this ſentimental age of jine feelings? 
And will not this fine-ſpun, hyper- | 
hypocritical ſyſtem of affected acknow- 
ledgement for indirect obligation, 
however conformable to the modern 
high notions of ſtrict delicacy, and 
nice honour, bring matters about pre- 
ciſely to the ſame ſubſtantial ſtate as 
the old blunt guid pro quo? Let us 
twiſt and twine ever ſo much, like 
father Foigard in the play, to fritter 
away a word by jeſuitical diſtinctions, 
a bribe will ſtill be /og:7c8 a bribe, 
however we ſtrive to ſoften it into a 
favour, or a gratification. 


S o ME fourſcore years ſince, the 
eure of a mad patriot, an enthuſiaſtic 
declaimer againſt corrupt adminiſtra- 

. tions, 
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tions, a fellow always bellowing out, 
like Addiſon's Cato, | 
« Oh! liberty ! oh! virtue! oh! * 
as Aby Slender on all occaſions cries, 

«© Oh! ſweet Anne Page!” 
—the cure of ſuch a lunatic at- that 
time of day, was uſually effected by 
the clumſy operation of cramming a 
purſe full of hard guineas down the 
throat of the patient. Though this 
ceremony was performed in ſo private 
a place as the cloſer, for the purpoſe of 
ſecrecy, neither doctor nor patient be- 
ing willing to divulge the noſtrum, 
yet it was ſoon found to be liable to 
great inconvenience. The patient's 
ſtomach was apt to be overloaded with 
ſo large a Galenical doſe; his belly 
was obſerved to ſwell on his quitting 
the phyſician's apartment ; his limbs 
appeared faultering, as if they labour- 
ed under the prefſure of ſome unuſual 
weight; and, in ſhort, his very coun- 
tenance ſhewed evident ſymptoms of

modern 
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modern mode of practice gives ſuch 
general ſatisfaction, that the doctor's 
buſineſs has increaſed, ſince the time 
of his adopting it, even beyond his 
moſt ſanguine expectations. Hardly 
one man of note can be pointed out in 
the three kingdoms, who is not now, 
or has not been, at ſome time or other, 
under his care: ſome over and over 
again—whether it be that the diſtem- 
per has ſomething aguiſh in its nature, 
or that it 1s not always radically cured 
by a fingle doſe, nor indeed by any 
definite number.

niſtering his potions, throughout the 
extenſive circuit of his practice, hits 
off ſome new improvement, to render 
them more palatable, or more effica- 
cious—and whereof he generally tries 
the firſt experiment on himſelf. In- 
deed, to ſuch an exquiſitely delicious 
quinteſſence of ſweets is the medicine 
thereby become now ſubtilized, that 
- fleſh and blood cannot reſiſt the temp- 
tation, and there is no doubt but by 
far the greateſt quantities of it are 
conſumed by the operators themſelves. 
The doctor's FRIENDS, in conſe- 
quence, begin to be alarmed, leſt this 
inſatiable Chry/omania amongſt his ſer- 
vants, added to the numberleſs de- 
mands from without doors, ſhould in 
the end deſtroy his practice, though 
ſo flouriſhing at preſent, by entirely 
exhauſting the ſtamina of thoſe. ingre- 
dients 
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dients from which his aurum fotabile 


| is diſtilled - 


Tus far had I proceeded in the 
month of February, when certain avo- 
cations, unimportant and unintereſting 
to the public, ſtopped the progreſs of 
my pen; or rather, I ſhould ſay, 
threw the ink that flows from it into 
a different channel.

IN all our general conſtitutional 
diſtreſſes, we moſt naturally look up 
to our gracious ſovereign for relief; 
in full confidence of obtaining from 
his native benignity, as well as his juſt 
| ſenſe of his duty, as the father of his 
people, a ready compliance with every 
reaſonable prayer. But here, alas! 
his power is inadequate, not extend- 
ing to annuitants for years, Or for 

lives, 
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lives. Beſides, mercy being avowedly 
his darling attribute, I would ſpare 
his humanity the pain, did his prero- 
gative even extend ſo far, of ſtripping 
a ſet of miſerable wretches at once of 
their ſtipends, however wantonly or 
wickedly conferred upon them at firſt, 
by his miniſters, and thoſe of his 
royal anceſtors. 


To our lords and our commons we 
may indeed make application.— But I 
will whiſper to you, my countrymen, 
what we may do full as well —e'en 
let it alone. Depend upon it that, 
for divers weighty reaſons and cauſes 
thereunto them moving, and, though 
ſhrewdly gueſſed at by us, beſt known 
to themſelves, they would treat your 
application with ——a the contempt 
jt would deſerve. 


Wnar redreſs then? What reme- 
dy? How ſave our conſtitution from 
being 
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being finally ſwallowed up by this 
voraginous gulph of Hibernian depen- 
dence ?—You have already named it.

They talk, I know, of 
economizing ſo frugally as to carry 
on all the manceuvres of government 
by the means of certain hereditary re- 
venues long ſince granted in perpetuity 
to the crown, aided by certain addi- 
tional duties of a more modern date. 
* Such, I am well aſſured, has been 
their 


* The policy of this deception is obvious, and now 
thread-bare---to lull patriotiſm in ſecurity, and put 
watchfulneſs to ſleep.---But ſome people ſeem born 

| with 
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their conſtant talk, whenever they ap- 
prehended a formidable oppoſition; 
and, notwithſtanding, ſo ſoon as they 
came to the point, that is, ſo ſoon as the 
parliament was aſſembled, they have 
always puſhed for extraordinary ſup- 
plies tooth and nail, and by * hook or 
by crook have found means to obtain 
them.—Yet ſtill, in a certain light, 
perhaps they ſpeak truth: perhaps all 


with a fatality ſtamped upon them, to be gulled over 
and over by the ſame ftale trick of the ſame dull per- 
formers, in deſpite of reiterated detection and ſhame.

Other- 
wiſe, tack to your money-bill at your 
next ſeſſion, and continue it conſtantly 
toties quotics, a tax of twenty ſhillings 
in the pound upon all penſions on your 
eſtabliſhment, in general terms : reta-. 
liate, in ſome ſort, the common mi- 
niſterial trick of ſtifling a ſalutary pro- 
poſition i in its birth by the dead weight 
of a tame majority thrown into the ſcale 
of a previous queſtion.
